5. To raise amount necessary to secure state aid 
for highways. 

6. To raise amount necessary to pay state and 
county taxes. 

7. Toraise such sums as may be necessary for the 
support of the public library. 

8. To see if the town will vote to lay out the road 
across Johns river from the J. H. Aldrich place, so- 
called, to the store at Scott’s and make appropriation 
tor the same. 

9. To bring in your votes a delegate to the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 
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10. To transact such other business as may law- 
fully come before said meeting.
